T= were only three loves in Charlie 
Perkins’ life. His Family, wife Eileen, 
daughters Hetti and Rachel and son 
Adam. 

His other well-publicised love, in fact his life, 
was Aboriginal Affairs. 

Little publicised, (and not surprisingly), was his 
love for football. 

‘This was a real passion, not the type of ‘passion’ 
every new ‘fly-by-night’ administrator or 
oblique/marketer tells us about on the Australian 
Soccer scene, but a real life time love affair with 
the game. 

Football played a significant part in Charlie’s 
life, in fact it was Adelaide Hellas and Adelaide 
Croatia which first gave Charlie the taste of ‘Big 
Time Football’. 

More importantly, it was the Greek and Croatian 
communities in Adelaide that Charlie told me 
which treated him, for the first time in his life, as 
an equal. 

He never stopped singing the praises of those 
communities in our long relationship. 

It was also the Greek community at Pan 
Hellenic, (now Sydney Olympic), which embraced 
Charlie when he moved to Sydney in the late 50s. 

It was the match fees from Pan Hellenic that 
enabled him to pay his way through the University 
of Sydney to ultimately become the first-ever 
Aboriginal University graduate. 

His promising football career was cut short due 
tohis Aboriginal cause which led by Charlie, over- 
took everything else, sadly including his football 
career, 

Sadly, because Charlie was a skilled midfielder 
whose attitude to the game, immediately won over 
the hearts of the Greek community.

By Bert van Bedaf 


lyroos and Socceroos defender, 

and possibly the most talented 

player in Australia, Simon 
Colosimo is about to do a Mark Viduka 
and save his club from financial col- 
lapse. 

Viduka’s transfer from Dynamo Zagreb 
to Glasgow Celtic a few seasons ago put 
his former club, the Melbourne Knights, 
on solid financial footing - now Colosimo 
can do the same for Carlton, 

Currently in England, Colosimo is like- 
ly to join Middlesbrough in the English 
Premier League. It appears rival club 
Sunderland also has put in a bid, but the 
Boros may be showing deeper pockets. 

Carlton owner Peter Jess was also in 
England last week to wrap up the deal ina 
desperate bid to keep Carlton afloat this 
season. 

Colosimo’s transfer to Middlesbrough 
is believed to be worth $2.3 million. Of 
that amount, Soccer Australia, the 
Professional Players Union, Colosimo’s 
former club Melbourne Raiders, and the 
player himself will demand a share before 
Jess can recoup (some of) his investment 
and top up the depleted Carlton coffers, 

Carlton is still hopeful it can sell its

Sermanni was in despair over ever getting 
the midfielder and defender into his squad. 

“He is an excellent talent and I have played 


him in the pre-season friendlies, but it really 
seems we have hit a brick wall,” he said, 

“It's a great shame if he is denied a chance 
simply because he has done the right thing 
and got qualifications and work experience 
before launching out in a playing career. The 
game needs more of his kind, not less.” 

Meanwhile the Cosmos could take some 
encouragement from a mid-week 3-1 win 
over the Singapore national squad in 
Canberra. 

Goals from Jon Angelucci, Alex Castro 
and Daniel Camara kept Canberra in control 
before Singapore got one back in the closing 
minutes. 

The game still left Sermanni with concems 
— not least in the centre of defence where he 
needs a specialist. 

“Some of our players are still not fully 
match fit and you could see that against 
Singapore where we drifted off a bit towards 
the end,” he said.

Tn fact the last time I saw Charlie 
was when I took him to a Sydney 
Olympic match at Belmore Sports 
Ground late last season. 

The older Sydney Olympic fans 
treated him like royalty that day. 

Such was his long term popularity 


with the Greeks. 


Charlie enjoyed the outing and we 
agreed to do it on a more regular basis 
this season. 

As Charlie’s Aboriginal Affairs 
career blossomed, becoming the first 
ever Aboriginal Head of a 
Commonwealth Department in 
Canberra, Charlie then returned to 
Football to become the Chairman of 
Canberra City in the early days of the 
NSL, and until his death , President of 
the Australian Futsal (Indoor) 
Federation. 

Charlie loved playing and the rela- 
tionship he had with other players, as 
he did every Sunday morning at Rose 
Bay until very recent times. 

At Canberra City he was instrumen-_ 
tal in organising our ‘Old Boys’ team 
which won the 6th Division ‘Double’ 
in 1984 against all the “Young Guns’ of 
the ACT. 

Danny and Theo Moulis, Mick 
Black, Kenny Kawalevu, Ivan Gruicic, 
Steve Doszpot and myself were among 
Charlie’s team-mates in what was my 
most enjoyable season as a footballer. 

Although playing against Charlie in 
the late 50s and early 60s, it wasn’t 
until my 20 years in Canberra that 1 
became mates with Charlie. 

His public persona was greatly mis- 
leading. 

He was anything but the ‘abrasive 
stirrer’ that the public saw. 

In fact quite the opposite. 

The head of a beautiful family, warm 
hearted in helping people less fortunate 
and always one of the boys, loving 
nothing more than the mateship and the 


| camaraderie football offered him. 


At the height of his professional 
career, he was arguably the most pow- 
erful man in Australia. 

I often sat with Charlie opposite | 
Prime Ministers like Malcolm Fraser 
and Bob Hawke where Charlie first 
argued on Aboriginal matters and with 
equal passion on football matters. 

Sadly, (but not surprisingly), Soccer 
Australia, over many regimes, wanted 
nothing to do with him, similar to | 
Frank Lowy, now the second wealthiest } 
man in the country, 

I saw Charlie using the same con- 
frontational tactics against the 
Government and businesses which he 
used so successfully for Aboriginal 
Affairs being utilised for Football. 

Like Aboriginal Affairs, football is 
discriminated against, and still is, 

It is treated with disrespect and 
Tegarded as second class in our 
Australian Sporting Community. 

Charlie was the type of guy with the 
power and means to change all that. 

Lowy and Perkins, real football peo- 
ple. 

Both wanted to help,but were dis- 
carded in the political masquerade of 
Australian Soccer, 

Charlie greeted all his former play- 
ers and mates with a cheery “How are 
you champ”. 

By any standards, he was a great 
Australian, a great mate to many and a 
great and real football fan. 

In the great sporting tradition of the 
Aboriginal people, it’s amazing that 
only Charlie , Johnny Moriarty and 
Harry Williams have made it in our 
game. 

We could do worse than establish a 
scholarship in Charlie’s name to devel- 
op the undoubted potential of 
Aboriginal kids in our Football. 

To his family and many friends, and 
on behalf of the football community, 
we offer our deepest condolences. 

“Tt was a great honour and pleasure 
to know you champ”.

's Been Great Knowing You Charlie

dinaire, who at the age of 
64 finally succumbed to his 
kidney problems that 
ended his life last Tuesday, 
will receive a State Funeral 
tomorrow (Wednesday) at 
the Sydney Town Hall. 


The Prime Minister: 
Mr John Howard. 


After the service in 
Sydney, Charlie’s body will 
be flown to Adelaide, (where 
he first surfaced as a star 
Soccer player), for crema- 
tion. 

His ashes will then be 
flown to Alice Springs, 


(Charlie’s place of birth), and 
tested alongside his Mother's 
(Hetti) grave. 

The Prime Minister, Mr 
John Howard, despite politi- 
cal differences, publicly dis- 
played his personal respect 
for Perkins the man, when he 
immediately authorised that 
Charlie be given a State 
Funeral, an honour bestowed 
and reserved only for Prime 
Ministers or State Premiers. 

Many years ago Charlie 
had undergone a kidney 
transplant. 

Thus in reality from that 
day on he was living on bor- 
rowed time. 

For the last eight weeks, 
Perkins was connected to a 
dialysis machine around the 
clock. 

A eal fighter by character, 
Charlie last Tuesday finally 
lost the battle with his rapid- 
ly declining health. 

Charlie Perkins, (as the 
whole of Australia knew 
him), was a real and aggres- 
sive fighter for the cause; 
mainly for his people, the 
Australian Aboriginals. 

But what the general pub- 
lic rarely got to know, was 
the fact that this dedicated 
fighter, endowed with super 
intelligence plus a sharp 
vision, above all else, pos- 
sessed a huge heart. 

Charlie wore his aggres-

sive exterior personality, 
braced with his trademark 
rapid rhetorics, as a ‘battle- 
dress’ whenever he prepared 
for a fight to win a political 
objective. 

That image was Charlie’s

He was bluntly honest, 
sincere and most of all, very 
loyal. 

This fellow was direct.

Soccer never used him 
correctly. 

Charlie got sick of the in- 
house politics that impeded, 
(as always), the game. 

Having personally known 


this man for the past 24 
years, (obviously through 
Soccer), Charlie Perkins 
rarely suffered fools. 

He was lightening quick to 
realise whenever some fool 
attempted to waste his time, 
deceive him or even venture 
to insult his intelligence with 
verbal crap. 

On one occasion when we 
were together in Canberra, 
‘one such fool tried his luck to 
do exactly just that. 

Tn a flash Charlie turned 
on him and staring him right 
in the eyes from very close 
range, stemly stated: “Look 
here mate, we’re not here 
chopping wood for practice. 

“If you want to light bush- 
fires go somewhere else”, he 
ended. 

In the early 60s, Charlie 
Perkins played as a left mid- 
fielder for Pan Hellenic, 
(now named Sydney 
Olympic). 

Tt was in fact Pan Hellenic 
that sponsored Charlie 
through the University Of 
Sydney from where he grad- 
uated with an Arts Degree. 

Soccer had given Charlie 
his chance to get ahead in life 
with a sound tertiary educa- 
tion. 

On or off the pitch, 
Charlie Perkins was a real 
competitor,

In recent years sponsor- 
ships in sport have become 
scarce.

It’s believed an exclusive 
call-girl agency,(based in 
Sydney), has approached 
three clubs in the NSL, 

The Cailgirl agency is 
believed to be more than 
willing to extend to them 
lucrative sponsorships, 


The exclusive Callgirl 
agency, (‘Madam Fleiss’), 
was most eager to break 
into the Australian sport- 
ing field and it’s under- 
stood that the Agency first 
approached some Aussie 
Rules clubs in Melbourne 
two weeks back. 

The Agency was very 
keen to offer some $300,000 
cash to the clubs for nam- 
ing rights on their shirts. 

Tt appears that certain 
cash-starved Rules clubs 
seemed quite interested to 
say the least, 

But the Australian 
Football League automati- 
cally, stepped in and 
blocked such potential 
dealings. 

For the moment, ‘Good

Soccer Australia, under 
the David Hill regime, sold 
the exclusive tv. rights to the 
Seven Network in a 10 year 
deal totalling $27 million. 


It seemed that Soccer 
Australia was breaking its 
neck at the time to get Soccer 
onto a commercial network, 
no matter what the quality of 
service was going to be. 

Once again, SBS-TY, the 
real pioneers of Soccer cov- 
erage in this nation, was 
‘elbowed’ out. 

As previously disclosed 
by ‘Good Oil’ in -recent 
weeks, now we know that the 
Nine Network has secured 
the exclusive television 
rights to the next World Cup 
Finals in Japan/Korea and 
that the Network will only be 
screening the last 16 matches 
of that Cup. 

The simple question beck-

Why on Earth are we so 
desperately keen for the 
commercial networks to have 
Soccer? 

To spread the gospel of 
Soccer to the kids?

ihe Battle lines have been drawn in the race to 
form a second South Australian National Soccer 
League team in time for the 2001-2002 season. 

And a hot paced race it should be because the 
deadline for applications is December 31, 2000. 

SA’s only current NSL club Adelaide City Force, 
Adelaide Fire which failed to submit a late bid for 
this season and a new entrant, South Coast Eagles, 
are the contenders in what is looming as a titanic 
struggle. 

Force made it to the starting line this season, 
despite not going the levet of sponsorship it had 
fought to obtain. 

‘The Fire was in a similar situation when it failed, 
despite months of intense negotiation, the gain the 
corporate support needed to convert its dream into 
reality. 

Adelaide City Force, with three championships 
behind it, is no certainty to be a starter next season, 
unless it manages a remarkable financial recovery. 

Hopes remain that City could yet lure a benefac- 
tor, but should that not eventuate, the club surely 


cannot continue to rely on president Bob D’Ottavi 
bailing it out of the bankruptcy courts. 

Enter the third player in the emerging drama that 
is beginning to rival some of the world’s greatest 
mystery triangles — Con Makris’ South Coast 
Eagles. 

Adelaide businessman, Makris is a former West 
Adelaide Soccer club team manager, who is best 
remembered as the person, who owned 51 per cent of 
the West Adelaide Sharks NSL team before it went 
belly-up, bust. 

This time Makris has secured a controlling inter- 
est in the West Torrens Birkalla Soccer Club which 
Jast season was relegated from the Premier League to 
SA’s State League. 

The Makris plan is to use Birkalla’s Camden 
Reserve complex as a base for the club before buy- 
ing a NSL licence for the South Coast Eagles. 

Makris has reportedly targeted six Socceroos for 
his yet to take wing, Eagles, including former Shark, 
Stan Lazaridis and ex-Adelaide City midfielder, 
Craig Foster. 

Foster, linked with Norther Spirit after training 
with the Sydney outfit, told ABSW that he had been 
approached by a representative from the Eagles. 

“I’m experiencing work permit problems at the 
moment and that’s why I can’t keep playing with 
Crystal Palace until the matter is settled,” Foster 
said. 

“Thave been approached by someone from South 
Coast Eagles, and like all professional footballers, 
said I would listen to them and keep my options 
open.” 

Makris also has identified former Melbourne 
Knights coach Ken Worden as the man to take 
charge of his proposed new team.

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CHARLIE PERKINS THE PIONEER 


The death of Charles Perkins, 
who pioneered overseas trials in 
the late 1950s, has focused atten- 
tion on the question why so few 
Aboriginal athletes _ have 


emerged as soccer players, while 
so many have excelled in other 
Sports, writes Victorian editor 
Bert van Bedaf. 


ack in the early seventies 
as a student at the Royal 


Melbourne Institute of 
Technology (now a university of 
technology), staff members of 
the campus paper Catalyst 
were enjoying a long, post- 
interview lunch with Aboriginal 
activist Gary Foley. 

At around 3pm Foley got up 
and said goodbye, announcing he 
had an appointment with 
“Charlie”. And that was it. Gary 
was meeting Charles Perkins, 
which was like saying Moses was 
meeting the author of the tablets. 

It was like a summons to God. 

Throughout my student life, 
the heady Jim Cairns inspired 
protest days, the Gough Whitlam 
government years — brief but 
exciting — and onwards towards 
the pitiful Pauline Hanson days, 
Perkins has pricked the con- 
sciences of the “bigots and bas- 
tards”, who have ignored 
Aboriginal rights. 

Charles Perkins taught us 30 
years ago that “Sorry” is not a 
dirty word, long before John 
Howard threw away the dictio- 
nary and castigated the so-called 
black armband brigade for 
embracing collective responsibili- 
yy. 

Now Dr Charles Nelson 
Perkins is dead at 64, leaving 
behind a wife (Eileen), two 
daughters (Hetti and Rachel) and 
a son (Adam). Through obituaries 
and retrospectives, I leamed he 
also was a successful soccer play- 
er as an overlapping wingback. In 
fact, he was an Australian soccer 
pioneer, trialing for an overseas 
contract in England long before 
any other Aussie was donning a 
Premier League shirt. 

In a sense, Perkins paved the 
way for such Aussie stars as John 
Aloisi, Mark Viduka or Danny 
Tiatto, currently playing in the 


English Premier League. 

Perkins always led from the 
front - in medicine, academia, 
activism and sport. He became 
the first Australian kidney trans- 
plant recipient in 1972, the first 
Aboriginal to get a university 
degree in 1965 (and an honorary 
doctorate in 1993). He spearhead- 
ed Aussie soccer trialling in 
England and led the Aboriginal 
protest movement in the early 
1960s. 

Australia’s only Aboriginal 
senator, Democrats Aden 
Ridgeway, decribed Perkins as 
the “champion of champions”, 
“None of the present Aboriginal 
leaders would be where they are 
today without Perkins having 
paved the way for them to fol- 
low,” Senator Ridgeway 
observed. 

This may also be true in the 
world of soccer. 

Charles “The Comet” Perkins 
trained as a fitter and turner in 
Adelaide, but ended up trialing 
with Liverpoo! club Everton and 
was close to signing 

for Manchester United for a 
professional football contract. 

Soccer “became an integral 
part of his life and remained a 
life-time love”, according to 
reports, “Soccer to me is one way 
of breaking down the barriers 
between national, racial and Ian- 
guage difficulty,” Perkins once 
said, 

When he studied at Oxford, he 
joined lower league club Bishop 
Auckland in 1957. He already had 
attracted the attention of scouts of 
Everton in Australia. He almost 
signed for Manchester United in 
1959, aged 23, long before Mark 
Bosnich finally got his chance. 
But homesickness drove him 
back 

to the red earth and to Adelaide 
Croatia to become captain-coach. 

Soccer also gave Perkins his 
wife Eileen Munchenberg, whom 
he met a soccer dance in 1961 in 
South Australia, 

“Perkins played for West 
Adelaide and Adelaide Croatia 
before moving to Sydney in the 
early 1960s, where he continued 
his career with Sydney Olympic 
(then Pan Hellenic). Although he 
retired (from playing) in the late 
1960s, he maintained his interest 
through administration,” Michael 
Cockerill (SMH) wrote. 

Perkins represented South 
Ausiralia as player and was 
tegarded as one of the best play- 
ers in Australia - “of the 20th cen- 
tury”, according to enthusiastic 
SMH letter writer George 


Antonakos, of Byron Bay. 

He was president of Canberra 
City when the club joined the 
NSL in 1978, 

He once sat on the board of 
Soccer Australia and headed the 
Australian Indoor (Futsal) 
Federation until his death. In 
1995, he became a consultant to 
the Australian Sports 
Commission, mentoring 
Aboriginal athletes. Perkins was 
awarded the Order of Australia in 


With such a tremendous track 
record in the sport and Perkins 
being such an iconic role model, 
itis puzzling why there are so few 
Aboriginal soccer players around. 

There is no Aboriginal player 
among the Socceroos. None is 
playing overseas. Are there any in 
the NSL? How many black play- 
ers are there in the NSL? Francis 
Awaritefe (Sydney United) and 
Ransford Banini (Melbourne 
Knights) spring to mind, 


names are Cliff Lyons, John 
Ferguson, Steve Ella and Mal 
Meninga. 

The sheet also records an 
Aboriginal athlete, —_ called 
“Manuello”, who was a profes- 
sional runner in the 1850s. 
Another, Bobbie Kinnear became 
the first Aboriginal runner to win 
Victoria’s professional footrace, 
the Stawell Gift, in 1993, 

Cricket made a name for itself 
in 1866 when an Aboriginal team

1987. 

Socceroos 1974 captain 
Johnnie Warren paid tribute to 
Perkins. “He had so many good 
ideas. He was a true believer,” 
Warren said. 

This year Charles Perkins was 
inducted in. the Soccer Hall of 
Fame and presented with an 
“Award in the Roll of Honour for 
his meritorious contribution to the 
sport”. 

Soccer Australia listed his 
record. “Charles Perkins grew up 
in Alice Springs and began his 
senior playing career as a defend- 
er with Adelaide Juventus. From 
Adelaide he moved to the NSW 
first division, and with his cousin 
John Moriarty, is thought to have 
been one of the first Aboriginal 
players to have played in that 
competition, 

“During his time in NSW, he 
played with Pan Hellenic (now 
Sydney Olympic), from 1960-61, 
captaining the team in 1961, 
before moving to Bankstown for 
two seasons, 1962-63. He then 
moved to England, for academic 
reasons, and played with Bishop 
Auckland, also trialling with 
Everton, while studying at 
Oxford.” 
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Is Australian soccer falling 
behind other sports? The Olympic 
Games in Sydney were a triumph 
for Cathy Freeman and reconcili- 
ation. Australian Rules Football 
has been a platform for 
Aboriginal prominence for many 
years, from Doug Nicholls 
(1920s), Polly Farmer and Syd 
Jackson to the Cracker brothers 
(Jimmy and Phil), Maurice Rioli, 
Nicky Winmar, Michael Long 
and Che Cockatoo Collins, 

‘Trawling the internet, I hit on a 
“fact sheet”, recalling 
“Aborigines 

and Sport”. It adds Moriarty 
(Port Adelaide) to the pioneering 
Aboriginal soccer players. 

“Moriarty was the first 
Aborigine to be selected to repre- 
sent Australia in the sport (in 
1961). But the tour was cancelled 
and he did not get to wear the 
green and gold.” 

Rugby league has had its fair 
share of Aboriginal stars, such as 
Bruce Stewart and Harry Penrith 
(1960s). John and George 
Ambrum represented Australia 
against New Zealand in 1972. 
World cup players were Eric 
Simms and Lionel Williamson. 
Other big Aboriginal rugby 


from Western - Australia played 
the Melbourne Cricket Club. Two 
Aboriginals represented Victoria 
in 1967. A Victorian Aboriginal 
cricket team toured England in 
1868 and again in 1988 to com- 
memorate the original tour. 

And, who could forget double 
Wimbledon champion Yvonne 
Goolagong-Cawley, who still is 
the greatest Aboriginal tennis 
player ever successfully to have 
swung a racket, 

Against this impressive back- 
ground of sporting prowess, soc- 
cer appears well back in the field. 
But Soccer Australia is about to 
embark on a major tour promot- 
ing the code in Australia’s out- 
back. 

Called “Soccer in the 
Outback”, the tour will take off 
on October 20. It will be travel- 
ling “to more than 13 destina- 
tions, covering about 5,500km to 
provide coaching expertise to 
more than 1,000 children living in 
remote and isolated areas of 
northem Australia”, according to 
a Soccer Australia release. 

It is a project of the Barkly 
Regional Soccer Development 
Joint Venture, which was estab- 
lished last year by the Northern 


Territory Soccer Federation and 
the Northwest Queensland Junior 
Soccer Association. 

Soccer Australia coaching and 
development manager Jim Selby 
and Northern Territory Soccer 
Federation coach and develop- 
ment manager Milan Jankovic 
will be participating in the tour, 
which will provide “coaching 
clinics in 13 towns and 20 outly- 
ing communities”. 

“The clinics provide great 
opportunities to all young 
Australians, both indigenous and 
non-indigenous peoples, in 
remote and isolated regions,” 
Soccer Australia publicity man- 
ager Rozanna Bozabalian said. 

“Charles Perkins’s memory 
and his tireless dedication to the 
sport wilL live on as thousands of 
children living in the more remote 
regions of Australia have the 
world game brought to their own 
back yards, via the “Soccer in the 
Outback’ tour,” she said. 

Another intrepid internet 
writer, Chriz Kunz, also wrote of 
“Comet” Charles and how he met 
him, “Charlie never lost his love 
for the game. I spoke to him last 
February and asked him how 
many young Aboriginal stars 
there were on the horizon,” Kunz 
wrote. “Oh, sixty,” Charles 
replied. I (Kunz) turned away 
with a smile, both at the thought 
of that number and its likeli- 
hood.” 

Tomorrow, Charles Perkins 
will be honored with a state 
funeral at Sydney’s Town Hall, 
Aboriginal elders, business and 
political leaders are expected to 
attend the funeral and pay their 
respect. Let there be a firm pres- 
ence of soccer fans, identities and 
dignitaries to honor one of the 
game’s heroes and a great pioneer 
of the sport in Australia and over- 
Seas.

ewcastle United were denied the ultimate party climax when 

beaten by 2-0 Brisbane Strikers at Marathon Stadium, for- 

merly the ISC, on Friday night in front of 15,123 
Novocastrians. 

Yes 15,123 turned up to witness the first NSL soccer match at ISC 
since 1984. The crowd of 15,123 eclipsed the KB United debut NSL 
match in 1978 by 56. Ironically KB United were also beaten in the first 
home match, 4-1 by Sydney United.

Even the 
sprinklers that came on, behind the Brisbane goal, 16 minutes into the 
match was not going to dampen the resolve of the visitors.

Nes been named a Sydney 
2000 gold medallist almost 
three weeks after her team’s victory 
over the US in the final, although she 
has yet to receive the deserved award. 

The 26-year-old defender learned of 
the news last Thursday at her home in 
Oslo. 

Tonnessen played in Norway’s 
Olympic opener against the US, but had 
to be substituted in the next match 
against Nigeria, suffering concussion. 

As a result, Norway utilised the avail- 
able rule which allows teams to make 
replacements of injured players with 
fresh ‘alternate’ players, even after com- 
petition has started. Tonnessen was 
replaced by Bente Kvitland. 


Tonnessen’s mother was so upset 
when no gold medal was awarded to 
Anne, that she wrote to IOC President 
Juan Antonio Samaranch in complaint. 

IOC Director of Sport Gilbert Felli 
responded, confirming that Tonnessen 
was entitled to the medal under Olympic 
tules as she had played at least once for 
the victorious team. 

However, that particular rule had not 
been enforced in Sydney, Kvitland and 
reserve keeper Ingeborg Hovland receiv- 
ing gold medals despite never taking the 
field. 

Despite the confusion in rules, there 
seems no suggestion of these two losing 
their medals — instead nineteen medals 
will be the final total on this occasion.

‘The AIS has had much success 
in past years bringing up good tal- 
ents through the ranks of 
Australian soccer. “Franky” 
believes that the setup is very pro- 
fessional. ye spent 9 months at 
the AIS, and it's been brilliant. On. 
and off the field you are treated as 
a professional. 

It’s a place where I've realized 
that I've become much more inde- 
pendent as I can cook and clean for

Last year before his step up to 
the Institute, Parisi scored an 
impressive 17 goals in his first 
year at National Youth League 
level with the Sydney Olympic 
Colts. “I really had a good first 
year, and it was a good feeling 
scoring those goals as it gave me 
confidence. I want to do that again 
this year,” said the AIS player. 

The Institute itself embarked in 
a great tournament last season that 
was one of Franco's highlights. It 
was held in Italy where the best 
clubs from Brazil, Italy, Argentina, 
Slovenia, USA and African coun- 
tries took part in a world tourna- 
ment for the Under 16's category. 

“It was an unbelievable experi- 
ence, for three weeks we played 
against quality opposition, We 
went as far as the quarterfinals, 
which was a great achievement. 
‘We beat Lazio one-nil and played 
‘one of the best styles of soccer 
seen at the tournament, even the 
Ttalian crowd applauded us after 
our victory. We drew one-all with 
River Plate and beat a Slovenian 
side five-nil. Udinese gave us a 
lesson when we lost four-one in 
the quarters but all in all it was 
something that I'll always remem- 
ber,” said the young star.

Pre-season has been non- 
existent for this young man as he 
has just came back from trials in 
ltaly. “I trialled for Cosenza, a 
Serie B side. It was a week’s 
trial and I enjoyed the experi- 
ence. They are a very profes- 
sional side, compared to us here 
they are much more technical, 
but physically we are much bet- 
ter, They asked me to come back 
next April-May after my season 
is over here, to have yet another 
look at me,” said the lucky 17- 
year-old. 

Something that’s always a 
hard thing to do as a young soc- 
cer player is to face your previ- 
ous club and Pisano did that last 
week. “Last week's game saw us 
play the Sydney Olympic Youth 
at Christie Park. It was my first 
game back since returning from 
Italy. 1 didn’t do too badly but 
my match fitness wasn’t up to 
scratch, It was so weird seeing 
all the old faces again before the 
match, sharing jokes and catch- 
ing up on lost time, but luckily 
for me and the side we won 3-2 
so it was a relief as well,” said 
Pisano, 

Asked about his squad for 
this year, Pisano strongly agrees 
that a top five spot is on the 
cards, “We have a solid squad 
and all the boys are keen to play.

It can be a real 
test of their mettle. Continuing poor performances. hy 
their struggling charges can Icad to irrational behaviour 
on the sidelines and stupid post game comments. 

Witness Danny Wilson’s words last season as his 
Sheffield Wednesday headed towards Division One. 
The Owls couldn't string two passes together fet alone 
two wins but with about cight games to go, Wilson said 
‘T don't think we'll lose another game this season’ You 
WHAT"! Nice guy that he is, Wilson had fo get the boot 
for that silly statement. 

Gianluca Vialli has already been sent packing from 
‘West London and you would have to think, with over a 
quarter of the season gone, the time is about due for a 
few more Premier League heads to roll. So who's it: 
going to be? 

‘Things are beginning to look a bit grim for Derby 
County's Jim Smith. His lads have lost their last three 
games by an aggregate score of 11-2 and ure the only 
winless club in England.

Leno takes over Brazilian job 


international goal- 

keeper Emerson Leao 

was the surprise choice to 

take over as the new coach of 

the Brazilian national team last 
week. 

Leao, who played for Brazil in 
the 1974 and 1978 World Cups, 
replaces Wanderity Luxemburgo, 
who was sacked in September 
‘after a series of poor performances 
with hoth the senior and Olympic 
teams. 

Known for having an explosive 
temperament which has led to 
Clashes with players, officials and 
journalists, Leso. wkes over at a 
delicate time for Brazilian foot- 
ball, 

‘The national team, once con- 
sidered invincible in South 
Amenca, have recently fost World 
Cup qualifiers to Chile and 
Paraguay while the under-23 
Olympic team was knocked oat in 
the quarter-finals by nine-man 
Cameroon in Sydney, 

The domestic game, mean- 
while, is in turmoil. 

The Brazilian. Football 
Confederation (CBF) failed to 
organise this year's Brazilian 
championship and this week a 
Congressional inguiry was set in 
motion to investigate the contract 
between the CBF and sportswear 
giants Nike who sponsor the 
national team. 

The national team's prestige 
has fallen so much that Leao was 


only chosen after Luis Felipe 
Scolari tumed the job down, 

Carlos Alberto Purreisa and 
Oswaldo de Oliveira were also 
reported to have said no, 

“I'm not entirely af ease on my 
first day,” said the 51-year-old 
Leao, who was chosen by new 
technical co-ordinator Antonio 
Lopes, as he faced a typically 
chaotic media conference,

Leao seemed aware that his 
new job carries the aspirations of 
160 million —_football-mad 
Brazilians who expect the four- 
times world champions to win 
every match and tourmament they 
play, preferably with style. 

“To be coach of the Brazilian 
tcam can be very heavy going but 
it can also be gratifying when 
things go well,” Leao said. 


“My family is as happy as they 
are worried Some people have 
said that the responsibility of 
coaching Brazil is as. great as 
being president of the republic. 

“T don’t think like that I don’t 
think the two can ever be com- 
pared, My responsibility is big but 
different.” 

Leao said his playing cureer 
lasted for 24 years. with Palmeiras 
and Vasco da Gama among the 
clubs he played for, and he 
became a coach in 1987. 

He hus coached several of 
Brazil's best-known clubs inchud- 
ing Santos, Atletico Mineiro, 
Gremio and Internacional. He is 
currently in charge of Sport 
Recife. 

He is known for getting good 
results but his teams have often 
been criticised for employing a 
rough, physical style. 

“He knows how to prepare 2 
team technically and tactically,” 
said Antonio Lopes, himself 
appointed to the newly-created 
post of technical co-ordinator yt 
the weekend. 

“He is very competent without 
any doubt. He has‘ good CV-and 
he has intemational experience as 
4 player. For these reasons he has, 
become coach of the Bravilian 
national team.” 

Leao’s first game in charge will 
be the World Cup qualifier at 
home to Colombia in November.

told Marseille’s Web site earlier: “Here, 
people have faith in me.

City that wasn’t the case.” 


Weah, now 34, was discovered by 
Frenchman Arsene Wenger, then coach 
of Monaco — now at Arsenal. 

He spent five years in the principali- 
ty from 1988-93, before moving to Paris 
St Germain for two seasons and then on 
to AC Milan for four years before being 
loaned to Chelsea. 

“When I was at Monaco I nearly

Weah said. “Now I've signed, it’s des- 
tiny, as they say. 

“I'm going to do everything I can to 
please the fans, and to sweat for this 
shirt.

UMBRO CHASING ANSWERS 
OVER UNITED’S NIKE DEAL 


anchester United’s kit 
maker Umbro has taken 
Jegal advice after revela- 


tions that the country’s richest foot- 
ball club has agreed a 300 million 
pound ($750m) deal with U.S. 
sportswear giant Nike, the Daily 
Telegraph reported, 

The paper said executives from the 
Manchester-based sportswear compa- 
ny were furious that news of the Nike 
deal had emerged when almost two 
years remained on an existing contract 
with United. 

A legal expert was quoted by the 
Telegraph as saying there was “a sub- 
stantial claim for damages” which 


could be in the region of tens of mil- 
lions of pounds. 

Umbro, which has made United's 
kits for the past eight years, was con- 


cerned that the news of the Nike deal 
could seriously harm global sales of 
replica shirts between now and the 


end of the next season, the paper said. 

United admitted last month it was 
in talks with a leading sportswear 
company after the news broke that it 
was close to signing a 15-year con- 
tract with Nike that would earn the 
club 20 million pounds ($50m) a sea- 
son. 

The Telegraph said it was under- 
stood Nike too was alarmed to read 
about the deal before negotiations had 
been finalised, 

It was believed United intended to 
announce the deal alongside its full 
year results earlier this month, but 
Nike deliberately stalled in order to 
prevent this, the paper said. 
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jerenc Puskas, Hungary’s greatest 
Fieerste is in hospital suffering

Puskas, 73, received a visit on Sunday 
from his former Real Madrid strike partner 
Alfredo Di Stefano.

“When the two old friends embraced 
each other it was one of the most beautiful 
moments of my life,” she told the 
Hungarian newspaper Nepszava. 

Nicknamed “The Galloping Major”, 
Puskas was the most influential player in 
the wonderful Hungarian team of 1950s 
and was capped 84 times. 

His manager Jozsef Barkovics said 
Puskas needed medical check-ups for the 
arteriosclerosis — hardening of the arter- 
ies — but his state of health was accept- 
able for the time being and he was well for 
his age.

In 1954 Puskas suffered the biggest dis- 
appointment of his career when, after 
scoring Hungary's first goal in the World 
Cup final against West Germany, he had 
another effort ruled offside when he had 
struck what would have been the equalis- 
er, The Germans won 3-2, 

The “Golden Team” disintegrated after 
the 1956 uprising against communist rule 
in Hungary was put down by Soviet 
troops. 

Puskas, on tour at the time with 
Honved, did not return home and instead 
joined Real Madrid, where he formed his 
great partnership with Di Stefano. 

Puskas won three European Cups, six
